They contain an abundance of iron 


aiid mineral sails, and in addition io providing most of the 
properties (hat tonics are supposed to have, these fresh spring 
vegetables are nnich pleasanter to take than pills and potions, 
according to this a'u|)iqril;y, AVhq. makes it plain that she knows 
whatshe is/talkintf about. 


Of course ;gtiydens in this part of the country are not yet 


supplying much in the way. of vegetables, but there are parts 
of the/country where a.!!' these things are growing and the 
ntarkets are well supplied with them. And in a very short 
time there will be "pickings" nearer home in the form of let- 
tuce,', rhubarb-and other early products of northern gardens. 
Horseradish has been available for some time, and this is no 
mearVlohic and relish at this time of the year. 


About.1 one, of ihe earliest fresh vegetables dishes in this 


iiorthefn>egtoii is commonly known as "greens," of which 
there are-many Varieties. The'dandelion is one of the first and 
test,'bvif-.there are'cowslips,-milkweed" and other varieties that 
c.ome aloiig-'a Iittl6'laler/aiid:.all are good and wholesome. 
Families that niake;a:free ..use of these growths are gainers 
thereby,- for not only are '.the dishes palatable, but they are 
health biiil'ders forold'and young. People who use plenty of 
greens through the 'Spring and early summer have little need 
to patronize the drug'stores or call in the doctor.

tohib combined are offered freely by Mother Earth and wise 
are (hey who. recognize the value of the offerings and make 
free uie of them.

-The dandelion is worthy of special attention. Many people 


. are'atf are of the value of this vegetable, or weed, as a food and 


toiiic,.but there are those who are not versed in the qualities of 
this plant, which grows plentifully almost everywhere and is 
a thing of real value. There are people who do not like the 
dandelion on account of its slightly bitter flavor, but in that 
bitterness lies one of its greatest values. It tones up the sys- 
tem, increases the appetite for other tilings and is the implaca- 
ble foe of that lassitude which is so apt to be felt with the 
coming of the first warm days.. No one interested in the gath- 
ering and use of green food in the spring of the year can aflord 
to ignore the humble .dandelion.
